Government to Test 


Knowing of Illegal Delivery, Is:Co- 
conspirator With Bootlegger= 


Whether Purchaser,

WASHINGTON, .March 3.—The 
Government was granted a review) 
today by the Supreme Court, to test 
whether the purchaser of liquor. 
who gives an order for its delivery, 


legal - transportation, is guilty of 


conspiracy with the bootlegger to 
violate the Federai prohibition law. 
The case was set for hearing 
April 14. 
The Government in requesting 
the review said it, did not involve 


equally guilty with the bootlegger, 
but did raise the question of wheth- 
er the man who npiaced the order. 
had conspired with the seller. 

The importance of the contro- 
versy was emphasized by the Goy- 
ernment in requesting the review. 

Case of New York Banker. 

It raised the question in the case 
of Alfred E. Norris, a New York 
banker, who it was alleged placed 
orders with Joel D. Kerper of Phil- 
adelphia. The Government con- 
tended that Norris knew that in so 
doing the question of illegal trans- 
portation would be involved. 

The Government offered evi- 
dence which, it said, showed that 
on his orders Norris had received 


from Philadelphia several illegal 
shipments of liquor. 

The Federal District Court at 
Philadelphia declared the mere 
purchase of liquor was not an of- 
fense under the prohibition law 
and that where there was nothing 
but a simple sale the purchaser 
was .not guilty of conspiracy with 
the seller to make the sale. 

It also said that ‘‘where trans- 
portation was required by the 
agreement,” the purchaser and the 
seller could not be indicted for 


conspiracy .“even though what is 
contemplated is simply the delivery 
of the thing sold.”’ 

Rejected by Appeals Coart. 

The Circuit. Court of Appeals 
held that “a sale of liquor, involvy- 
ing such transportation as is nec- 
essary to effect the delivery to the 
purchaser, does not subject the 
purchaser and seller to an indict- 
ment for conspiracy to transport,” 
and said that under the prohibition 
law the purchase of liquor was not 
an offense. 

These decisions, the: Government 
insisted, narrowed the scope of the 
conspiracy statute to such an ex- 
tent as to make it inapplicable to 
a large number of cases in which 
conspiracy to violate other laws 
than the prohibition act were 
charged.

NEW YORK, March  3.-——-The 
American Telephone and Telegrapn 
Co.'s annual report today showed 
that total assets of the Bell System 
increased more than $400,000,000 
during 1929, creating the first $4.- 
000,000,000, commercial eyterprive 
in the United States.

INTRUDERS RETURN 
FIRE, TRY TO ESCAPE 


Reflection From 
Pistol in Ray of Flash- 
light Givés Officers Only 
Target in Dark.

DETROIT, Mich., March 3.— 
Two policemen, with only a beam 
of reflected light from a robber’s 
pistol as a target, shot and killed 
two men who were breaking open 
the safe of the Harper Theater, 
at 4a. m. today. The encounter, 
in which one of the officers suf- 
fered powder burns on the face, 
occurred in the dark attic of the 
theater above the main floor of 
the auditorium. . ) 

The robbers were identified as 
Phillip J. Twomey, 30 years old, 
and Leo Garbada, 30, both of De- 
troit. Twomey died on’ the way 
to the’ receiving hospital, but 
Garbada was instantly killed, 

Patrolman Donald Bondy, on 
whose beat the theater is located, 
and Sergt. Isaac Farley, who was 
cruising in. the neighborhood, fol- 
lowed the robbers into the attic, 
after Bondy had discovered the 
men in the building and assist- 
ance had been summoned after 
the policeman was fired on. 

Unable to see the robbers, Far- 
ley and Bondy flashed their pock- 
et lights into the corners of the 
attic. A reflected beam of [fight 
from the pistol of one of the thugs 
gave the policemen a momentary 
target ang they opened ee. Their 

ail bers, 
pabtnanien on the iron pipes 
attached to the roof, fell through 
the thf! plastering of the ceiling. 

Bondy, seeing a light on the sec- 
ond floor, called to someone in 
the office, thinking it was the 
night watehman. He became sus- 
picious on hearing a strange voice 
assure ‘hint “everything is all 
right,” and ran to a landing near 
the office. Five shots were fired 
at him from a dark corner near 
the office, and Bondy’s face was 
powder burned, but he was other- 
wise uninjured and retreated to 
the street, where he asked a 
passerby to summon _ assistance. 
Sergt. Farley picked: up an alarm 
from the police radio and ran to 
the theater. 

In the meaygtime, the safe rob- 
bers climbed an iron ladder Jead- 
ing to an attic over the main part 
of the theater. Farley and Bondy 
followed them.

Judge Augustus N. Hand, in ex- 
pressing the opinion of the Cir- 
cuit Court, wrote that “‘no case was 
made for submission to the jury 
and the judgment therefore must 
be reversed.” He set forth that as 
to the meaning of the words “ob- 
scene,” “lewd” and “lascivious,” as 
contained in the criminal code, it 
was for the “trial court to deter- 
mine whether the pamphlet could 
reasonably be thought of such 
characte: before the submission of 
the case to the jury.” 

The pamphlet which Mrs. Den- 
nett sent through the mail was one 
she wrote 15 years ago for the 
guidance of her two sons, now 
grown. The pamphlet has_ been 
distributed by churches and social 
organizations for the last 10 years.

IT TURNS OUT TO 
BE A REAL FORUM 


Former President Unable to 
Quiet Crowd Long 
Enough to Be Introduced 
by Chicagoan 


Tumultous scenes occurred in 
Hungarian Hail, 1921 South Ninth 
street, yesterday afternoon, when 
part of a gathering of 400, assem- 
bled to hear Count Michael Karolyi, 
former President of Hungary, re- 
fused to listen te out-of-town 
speakers who shared the platform 
with him. 

In fiery speeches in the Magyar 
tongue, the objectors charged that 
the visiting speakers were Com- 
munists, and they declared that the 
Communists were in control of the 
Count’s anti-Horthy League, here 
and throughout the country. They 
complained ltoudly of the distribu- 
tion at the meeting of sample 
copies and subscription blanks of a 
New York Hungarian Communist 
-daily, particularly as the paper 
contained a tong and bitter attack 
on the editor of the local Hun- 
garian weekly, St. Louis es Videke 
(St. Louis and Vicinity). 

Count Karolyi, who two weeks 
before addressed a decorous and 
academic meeting of the St. Louis 
Forum at the Odeon, found himself 
in a very different atmosphere at 
the South Side hall. His country- 
men put on a real forum, and his 
efforts to pacify them were as vain 
as his attempt, 11 years ago, to 
stand between the Red Terror and 
the White Terror in his own land. 

Came to Hear Karolyi Only. 

The objectors said they would 
listen to Karolyi—that was what 
they had come for. But they 
would not listen to Aurel Leitner 
of Chicago, who tried to introduce 
the Count. They stopped Leitner 
three times by a demonstration 
from the floor, in which Michael] 
Somogyi, chemist of Jewish Hos- 
pital, took the lead. The chair- 
man, Karl Schafnitz, a barber, 
mauléd the table with his gavel 
in vain, and Count Karolyi, wav- 
ing his hand in the effort to still 
the din, succeeded only in upset- 
ting a glass of water on the chair- 
man, 

Members of the local Arrange- 
ments Committee paced the aisles, 
trying to still the interrupters, but 
several of the latter were of such 
impressive size that the committee 
did not undertake to put anyone 
out. The police, who attended 
Karolyi’s pink-tea meeting at the 
Odeon in large numbers, were 
not represented at Hungarian Hall, 
as those in charge had not’ seen 
fit to invite them. Although, at 
times, the nearby city hospital 
seemed to be opening its doors, the 
afternoon passed without physical 
violence. 

Karolyi’s main address, an hour 
and 15 minutes in length, was the 
only lull in the uproar of denun- 
ciation and strife, which began 
with the call to “order” at 3:40 
and lasted until the Count had to 
depart, at 6:30, for a dinner in 
Granite City. 

Another Hall Suggested. 

Chairman Schafnitz had hardly 
begun his speech when the shouts 
of interruption and protest began. 
When he introduced Leitner, the 
objectors demanded to hear 
Karolyi at once. Leitner, persistent 
and eloquent, insisted on being 
heard, He was told, in equally elo- 
quent passages from the floor, that 
he could exercise his right of free 
speech by hiring a hall of his own. 
“We didn't come to hear you—let’s 
hear Karolyi,” the objectors said. 

Somogsi, at the height of the 
discussion, stepped forward to a 
place in front of the platform. He 
made his protest against the dis- 
tribution of the Communist paper, 
Uj Elore (New Forward), and 
said that, while nearly all St. Louis 
Mungarians were against the Hor- 
thy dictatorship, they would not 
remain in an organization which 
was represented by the New York 
paper. He was applauded by some 
of those wearing the Anti-Horthy 
League's buttons, while others 
hissed and shushed. 

Calman Kaldor, editor of the St. 
Louls Hungarian paper, made the 
most impassioned speech of the 
day, defending himself against the 
charge of affiliation with an Bast- 
ern clerical group which supports 
Horthy. Louis Kovess of New 
York, who was on the platform 
with Leitner through the meeting, 
spoke in answer to Kaldor and 
Somogyi. Leitner was the author 
of the article attacking Kaldor, in 
Uj Elore. He sald before the meet- 
ing that Count Karoly! was not a 
Communist, but that Communists 
were not excluded from the Anti- 
Horthy League. Karolyi’s wish be- 
ing to unite all elements of opposi- 
tion to thesdictatorship. 

Count Karolyi tried to act as 
moderator of the debate, and made 
a few short talks, in which he 
professed to regard the disturb- 
ance as a local quarrel, the details 
of which did not concern him. One 
young man heckled' him with the 
charge of treason, of which Ka-

Horthy Government, causing his 
exile and the confiscation of his 
large estates. The treason consist- 
ed in wartime pacifism and efforts 


Austro-German combination, and 
for separate peace with the allies. 
‘his question roused the hitherto 
calm Karolyi into his most vigor- 
ous utterance of the day. 

“First,” said Karolyi, “let them 
exhume Emperor-King Charles’ 
body, and try him for treason. He 
sent his cousin, Prince Sixtus, to 
seek a separate peace. Then, when 
they have hanged him, they can 
hang me.” 

Count Karolyi’s Address. 

In his main address, Count Ka- 
rolyi described the feudal condi- 
tions of landholding by the nobil- 
ity and the church, still prevailing 
in Hungary, and his efforts to di- 
vide the land. He said Hungary, 
with its present narrow boundaries 
and 8,000,000 inhabitants, is in an 
impossible economic position, and 
that the condition of farm labor is 
deplorable, while there is _ little 
chance of industrial growth. 

He charged that the Horthy 
Government had been in league 
with the Italian Fascist dictator- 
ship,*and that Mussolini sent ma- 
chine guns to Horthy, which were 
intercepted before reaching him. 
He said Fascism had become. an 
international movement, and that 
Italy and Hungary were exerting 
pressure on Jugo-Slavia, which lies 
between them, to make it a Fas- 
cist country. He advocated ‘over- 
throw of Fascism and the estab- 
lishment of a republican govern- 
ment, not on the Soviet basis, but 
recognizing the Russian Soviet 
Government and striving for good 
relations with it and other na- 
tions. Asin his Odeon speech, 
Karolyi said he was “neither a Bol- 
shevist nor a Bolshevist-eater.” 

After the Granite City meéting, 
Count Karolyi left for Columbus, 
O. He spoke at a large meeting 
in Flint, Mich., before coming 
here.

Senator Gustave de 
Kerguezeo, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Naval Commission, who shares 
the Leygues-Dumesnil policy, has 
been added to the delegation that 
will go to London.,: , 


Whatever slight difference may 
appear in the tone adopted by the 
French delegation will be due pri- 
marily to Briand’s direction of ne- 
gotiations on behalf of France and 
to the slight shift toward the Left 
in the Government majority. The 
French délegation will emphasize 
the importance of security. agree- 
ments and stress the dependence 
of the London conference on the 
eventual general disarmament con- 
ference at Geneva, 

The state of mind in which the 
French delegation .will return to 
London is thus expressed in Tar- 
dieu’s immediate entourage: 


“If the three principal naval 
Powers, as seems probable, are ap- 
proaching an understanding among 
themselves on a basis which means 
no radical changes in the building 
programs with which they arrived 
at London, they can hardly expect 
us to make a big cut just because 
they ask us to do so. 

“If we are met with a threat of 
a three-Power agreement, we lose 
nothing by letting them make it, 
though the general cause of peace 
will suffer, since a_ tri-partite 
agreement, such as now seems pos- 
sible, would amount practically to 
an agreement on the status quo, 
which is ‘not a positive move to- 
ward disarmament. 

“True, we would not be, helping 
¢ither, but we would also not be 
prejudiced in our position before 
the general disarmament confer- 
ence at Geneva, which, after all, 
engages all interests, as we will be 
there ready to make radical cuts 
in land and air as well as in naval 
forces, based on binding arbitra- 
tion agreements and the obligation 
of all signers to uphold a state of 
peace.”

NYE FORINQUINY 


‘INTO ACTIVITIES OF 


THE GRAN TRADE 


Proposes Investigation of 
Whether It Has Conspired 
to Destroy Farm Relief 
Act’s Effectiveness. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—In- 
vestigation by the Senate to deter- 
mine whether the grain trade has 
conspired to destroy the effective- 
ness of the farm relief act was 
proposed in a resolution introduced 
today by Senator Nye (Rep.), 
North Dakota. , 

The resolution also would pro- 
vide that the Senate determine 
whether the Farm Board has been 
“fairly interpreting’’ the farm re- 
lief act and carrying out its.pur- 


| poses. 


The investigation would be con- 
ducted by the Senate Agriculture 
Committee which would be author- 
ized to subpena directors and of- 
ficers of the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation and other wit- 
nesses. 

The.committee also would be di- 
rected to determine whether’ the 
grain trade has instigated efforts 
in the world market which would 
“tend to depress the world mar- 
ket for American agricultural prod- 
ucts and to reflect such depression 
upon the domestic market for the 
purpose of discrediting the Farm 
Board. 

Inquiry as to whether the grain 
trade has been aided by banking 
or credit institutions or other in- 
teresti “in any way associated 
with such institutions” also would 
be authorized. 

Chairman McNary of the Agri- 
culture Conimittee later announced 
the Nye measure would be con-' 
sidered by the committee at a spe- 
cial meeting tomorrow. 

McNary and Nye agreed that the 
committee would be employed to 
inquire into every agricultural com- 
modity. 

In introducing the resolution, 
Nye asserted that the conference 
held Saturday in: Chicago had ‘“‘de- 
stroyed confidence.” He made this 
statement after reading a telegram 
received last Thursday from the 
Farmers’ Union of the Northwest. 
which said Chairman Legge of the 
Farm Board had “proved himself a 
champion of the farmer and an 
American statesman.”

FORESEES RESULT 
— 


Says Only Time Has 
Been Lost at London. 


By’ the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March %3.-Ex- 
pressing optimism over the out- 
come of the five-Power naval con- 
ference at London, Charles Fran-. 
cis Adams, Secretary of the Navy, 
a delegate to the conference, yes- 
terday told an International Radio 
audience that “we are here to sit 
till we settle.” 

He said the conference had been 
delayed by the fall of the French 
Government, but nothing. had been 
lost except time. A few days spent 
in discussion was nothing as com- 
pared to the value of arriving at an 
agreement, he said, 

"Tt does not cost as much . to, 
keep this whole delegation in ses- 
sion as it does to maintain one 
small cruiser,” he added. 

Secretary Adams spoke from 
London and his words were car- 
vied over a network of the Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System to ‘radio 
listeners in the United States and 
Canada. 

Navy as an Aid to Peace. 

‘The interests of peate and the 
interests of the navy (are the 
same,” he asserted. 

“I don’t mean to say that it 
isn’t possible for a nation to build 
so large a nhavy as to breed the 
fears that provoke war. It is. Also 
it is possible to have so feeble a 
mavy as to provoke the indignities 
that likewise lead to war. 

‘There is between these two a 
point at which a nation’s navy 
breeds serenity at home and no 
suspicion abroad. We are  en- 
deavoring to fix that point for five 
kinds of ships in five different 
navies. It is a complicated job, 
but we have made progress.” 

Summarizing the progress made, 
he said: “We have got pretty well 
by the difficulties arising from the 
question of whether a navy should 
be limited by total tonnage or by 


}the tonnage of each kind of ship,” 


and he pointed to the agreement 
for a treaty governing the use of 
submarines against merchant ves- 
sels. 

Nothing Lost But Time. 

“We have presented our sugges- 
tions of relative programs for our 
navy, the British and Japanese, 
and those nations have likewise 
presented theirs to us. The French 
have presented their figures and 
the Italians theirs. As you know, 
we ourselves and the British are 
not far apart. We believe that the 
Japanese are coming nearer to an 
understanding. 

“The reconciliation of British, 
French and Italians has been de- 
layed by the fall of the French 
Government, but nothing has been 
lost by that, except time. 

“We have as much time as any- 
body, and America can afford to 
show patience, for it is well to re- 
member that several of the other 
nations represented here have 
more complicated problems of se- 
curity than we have, and a few 
days more or less is nothing com- 
pared with the value of arriving at

A shell screamed across the road 
and a hole appeared in the shin- 
gied roof_of Floehr’s dwelling. 

“Hit him again,” the crowd 
yelled.” Try another one!” 

It sounded more like a football 
game than a fight with a madman. 
Bang! Another shell whistled and 
another hole appeared in the roof. 
The shells, traveling 1300 feet a 
second, ripped through the north 
roof, went on through the inner 
walls of the house, and on out 
through the south roof. They kept 
qn going. Corp. Steele, under or- 
ders, fired a dozen shells, some 
high and some low. None exploded 
in the house. They tore through. 
Meanwhile Floehr was fying low. 
He gave no sign of life. 

Volunteer Dangerously Shot. 

The attackers held a conference 
and a plan was evolved to bottle 
him in one room. A volunteer, 
armored with a bullet-proof’ vest, 
was then to take him prisoner or 
shoot him down.

Several] 
deputies, again entering the house, 
raked the doors of the 
rooms with fire, while Chappel 
and Partee made their way to the 
southwest upstairs chamber.

SANTO DOMINGO, Deminican 
Republic, March 3.—President Ho- 
racio Vasquez, for 30 years a dom- 
inant figure in the Dominican re- 
public, resigned with hig Cabinet 
yesterday, and Gen, Rafael He- 
trella Urena, leader of the insur- 
gent movement against him, took 
the oath of office today as provi- 
sional President. 

Vasquez is in a hospital, politi- 
eally and physically a broken man. 
Bince he is more than 70 years old, 
his physical recovery is as great- 
ly jeopardized as his political ca- 
reer. He must resign himself to 
the accession of Urena, one of his 
lieutenants 16 years ago. 


The resignations of Vasquez and 


of Vice President Jose Alfonseca 
were accepted by the Assembly 
“with much pleasure.” Urena, ap- 
pointed Minister of the Interior 
by Vasquez two Gays ago, imme- 
diately became constitutional head 
of the Government with full presi- 
dential powers. 


Revolt Without Bloodshed. 


Only a. week ago, he was leading 
an inaurgent band in the north of 
the country, and within the week 
he had captured the important 
town of Santiago and marched on 
the capital to overthrow the Vas- 
qguez Government. 

Practically all the revolutionists, 
numbering perhaps 2000, had re- 
turned home today or. were on 
their way. Many of them carry- 
ing machetes, the traditional em- 
blem of tropical revolutions, went 
home by truck or by limousine. 

They accomplished swiftly and 
bloodleasly a change of government 


thought to be almost without prec-’ 


edent in any Caribbean country, 
where revolution and election are 
frequently synonymous, 

Provisional President Urena has 
promised reforms to insure fair 
elections in May, and this has re- 
stored public confidence. ee 

Hundreds of men, some only 
boys, who were on the insurgent 
side and handled a rifle for the 
first time, fired into the air, but 
never to kill or wound, when an 
occasional fight threatened. During 
the revolution, only one casualty 
is reported to have oceurred and 
that is only on verbal authority 
and has not been printed in the 
newspapers. 

So well did the civic revolution- 
ists obey their instructions not to 
commit lawless acts that might 
provoke American intervention that 
only one violation ef discipline by 
looting occurred, This was when 
a revolutionist stole a box of sar- 
dines from a store. 

American Minister Consulted. 

American Minister Charies 8B. 
Curtis was frequently consulted by 
the insurganet leaders before Pres- 
ident Vasquez resigned, and the in- 
surgents were careful to remain 
strictly within their constitutional 
rights. : 

Vasquez is said to be still dazed 
by the suddenness of his recent 
reverses ,and cannot comprehend 
that he is no longer a popular 
idol. Through many revolution- 
ary campaigns, his greatest source 
of strength was his opposition to 
the attempts of Presidents to suc- 
ceed themselves or to prolong their 
terms. When he became President, 
he committed the crime He had 
most condemned, and this brought 
about his fajl He met defeat 
at the hands of a new generation 
of young men accustomed to peace- 
ful and stable government.

Plants at Sao Paulo Have 
Sent Many Employes} 
Back to U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAO PAULO, Brazil, March 3.— 
Thousands of immigrants who 
came to Sao Paulo from other 
states of Brazil and from Eastern- 
Europe have found themselves 
facing dire poverty in recent weeks 
because of the coffee crisis. 

Those who left the less fertile 
states in the Northeast have been 
able to return to their old homes, 
hut the immigrants from Europs 
are in a serious predicament. Hun- 
dreds of them are destitute on the 
streets, 

With the drop in the price of} 
coffee on account of overproduc- | 
tion and the inability of planta- 
tion owners in many cases to pay 
their colons (laborers) because 
they could not get the necessary 
advances from the Coffee Institute, 
which controls coffee shipments, 
the laborers faced a serious crisis, 
Then thé coffee crisis caused a gen- 
eral business stagnation through. 
out the State with shut-downs of} 
factories and curtailment of aulo-§ 
mobile assembling which meant 
throwing more workmen out of 
employment, 

American automobile assembling 
plants and agencies here sent many 
of their employes back to the 
United States. 

Of all the immigrants, the fate 
of nearly 40,000 Rumanians, most 
of them from Bessarabia, has been 
the worst in weeent weeks, accord- 
ing to a survey made by the local 
press. These Bessarabians arrived 
here in 1925 and 1926, when the 
planters paid $85 to recruiting 
agents in Kastern Europe for each 
farm laborer landed at Santos. 

Many of the Bessarabians had 
been small proprietors in their own 
land and expected to be the same 
in Brazil. When they found the 
were to be farm laborers at Brazil 
ian wages they refused to go ft 
the interior. Many found work of 
the roads and others went into fac 
tories, managing to save enougr 
from their wages to return hom 
Rut thousands went to the coff 
plantations where the whole fam 
ly worked. . 

After the coffee slump seve 
months ago, the owners decided t& 
cut the wages of their labore 
and this determined thousands © 
workers to return to the count 
from which they had come. Bu 
there was no Rumanian Consul 
Sao Paulo and few Rumanian 
were able to go to the-legation 
Rio Janeiro for information an 
papers.

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LAW PROPOSED TO FIX 
UTILITY VALUATION BASIS 


Suggestion to New York Legislature Follows 
Lines of I. C. C. and Judge Faris’ Opinions 
: in O’Fallon Railrdad Case. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 3.—The 
idea of a legislative formula for 
fixing rate base valuation of public 
utilities is gaining ground in this 
State, where for the last year a 
special committee of the Legis- 
lature has been considering re- 
vision of the Public Service Com- 
mission laws. 

In a report to the legislative 
committee William J. Donovan, its 
counsel, recommendg a plan which 
in general is based on that first 
used by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the O'Fallon rail- 
road case and approved in a sep- 
arate opinion by Federal Judge 
Faris of St. Louis. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission re- 
cently embodied this method of 
valuation in a definite formula 
which it submitted upon his request 
to Senator Howell (Rep.) Ne- 
braska, who proposes to introduce 
a bill in Congress to make it the 
law. °* 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission plan, proposes that as of a 
certain date all properties of the 
utilities then existing and used in 
the public service be valued, taking 
into consideration reproduction 
cost and ali other elements, which 
basic valuation would be perma- 
nent and not subject to revision, 
and that thereafter the valuation 
be increased or decreased only by 


net cost of property added or 
taken out. That is, valuation would 
be increased only by. the net 
amount prudently invested in the 
property. 

Donovan’s proposal goes further 
and would fix the time when the 
suggested amendment to the Public 
Service Commission law becomes 
effective as the date for deter- 
mining the basic valuation after 
which additions would be allowed 
only for net investment in the 
property. This is the first official 
Suggestion to make the effective 
date of the proposed law the di- 
viding line between the two meth- 
ods of valuation, basing it on logi- 
cal grounds. 

Under this plan, after initial val- 
uation had been fixed determin- 
ation of future rate bases would 
be a matter accounting procedure. 

In the report Donovan makes 
plain his opinion that the” only 
alternative to public ownership and 
operation of utilities is a  far- 
reaching change in the regulatory 
system, coupled with a _ recogni- 
fion by ‘public utilities that they 
are “economic servamts” of the 
public, entrusted with = special 
privileges, and not private indus- 
tries entitled to eurn all the traffic 
will bear.

The press of Italy has 
been filled with details of the 
campaign because of the signifi- 
cance that lies behind these facts. 

To Italy Fezzan means a high- 
road to the rich commerce of Cen- 
tral Africa. It lies between the 
French possessions of Algeria and 
Tunis to the west, and British-con- 
trolled “Egypt to the east, across 
the Libyan desert. Other Frepch 
possessions are.on the south. 

For generations the rich 
trade of Central Africa has been 
deflected either to the right or to 
the left, to Egypt or to Algeria 
and Tunis.. In consequence, these 
countries have become wealthy and 
the central section of North Africa, 
Libya. has remained poor. 

Decadence Under Turks. 


Libya, of which Fezzan is a part,

A Defense of Séfiatorial Districting. 
To the Editor ot the Post-D‘spaten 

Hi present senatorial districting, 

made when Dockery was GOv- 
ernor, seems to be unsatisfactory to the 
larger portion of Republicans as it per- 
mits the State Senate to remain Demo- 
cratic even when the Staté goes heavily 
Republican. It is quite natural for the 
Republicans to dislike this and to de- 
sire to see it changed. It is equally 
natural for Democrats to be satisfied 
with it and. to desire to see the present 
urrangement left undisturbed. 

Just HOw, there are going the rounds 
of the rural Republican press articles 
intended to create a sentiment for a re- 
districting of Missouri, and lately Gov. 
Caulfield expressed himself on the mat- 
ter. 

I think the Governor in patent error 
when be says: “It is a travesty on the 
principles of a republic when 55,000 
people in one district count as much 
in the State Senate as do 256,000 people 
in another district.” That this was in- 
tended by the framers of our Govern- 
ment is shown by a like condition in 
Congress. 

At the last census, Arizona did not 
have quite as many inhabitants as the 
State of New York, nor did New Mex- 
ico have aS many inhabitants as Penn- 
syivania, but by the constitutional law 
of the land each of the named states 
has just two Senators in Congress, as 
has every other state, large or small. 

Ergo: If it be a “travesty on the 
principles of a republic” to have this 
difference in representation of indiyid- 
uals in senatorial districts of Missouri, 
the fathers and founders of the Republic 
were in grave error when they made 
such representation constitutionally cor- 
rect in the national governing body. 

The State Senate is intended as a 
balance wheel between the weaker and 
stronger districts of the commonwealth 
as the national Senate is intended to be 
in the Congress. How else may we 
maintain anything like a parity of power 
between the scantily populated sections 
of the State and the more densely pop- 
Wiated and more powerful cities? 

Since he became Governor, I have 
been led to look over my colored gog- 
gies of partisanism and see that to ad- 
mire and approve in Gov. Caulfield’s 
attitude on public questions, but this 
is one time when I must disagree, demur 
and call him to book, 

There may be’ objectionable ‘points in 
the present districting of the State as 
regards the Senate’s constituency, but 
the Governor has failed in his diagnosis 
to touch the infected part. 

He limps in his logic and falls down 
over a fallacy.

We have a great deal of oil in the United States. 
How much nobody knows. Statistics as to oil de- 
posits are short lived. They are continuously being 
erased or revised by the dianiond drill. But rro- 
duction statistics are dependable. They show that 
the United States is now producing about 72 per 
cent of the world’s oil. And Whutever unknown 
pools remain to be tapped, it is manifest that some 
time our supply must be éxhausted at the present 
rate of production and prodigal waste. 

Mr. Hoover is keenly aware of the oil situation. 
He got his information as chairman of President 
Coolidge’s Oil Conservation Board. One of his early 
executive orders, after becoming President, was to 
withdraw from lease all of the Government’s lands 
except such aréaS as Congress had, by mandate, 
made leaseable. The public will remember, io», his 
effort to effect a conservation policy threugh the 
voluntary association of the oi-producing states, the 
Governors of which were to draft @ practicable for- 
mula or working agreement. 

Results were disappointing. Oil conservation is. 
still an illusion. But there is nothing illusory about 
the necessity for such conservation. It is to be 
hoped that apathetic public opinivn will ve aroused 
before it is too late. 

The oil industry must within itself, with such help 
as the Government may properly render, find the 
solution for its difficulties. It must regulate pro- 
duction. It must reofganize and simplify its -lah- 
orate and extravagant system of distribution. How 
it can do those things we do not pretend to say. 
What is apparent, though, is the fact that a tariff 
that would shift the cost on the constimer and serve 
as a license to the oil producers to cut loose and 
get rich quick with no thought of tomorrow, so far 
as the country’s safety and industrial life are con- 
cerned, would be a deadly piece of folly. 

That is what the Progressive Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats of the Senate think. They have rightly kept 
oil on the free list.

MAYOR MILLER’S HOMECOMING. 

Returning tomorrow from a month’s vacation in 
Florida, Mayor Miller presumably will be like the 
giant refreshed.

The award, announcéd at the National 
Education Association’s convention, comés simultane 
ously with the widespread campaign for teaching un- 
lettered adults.

Col. Albert T. Perkins, formerly general manager 
ét the St. Louis street car company, reports to the 
directors that from its peak in 1923 street car fiding 
in St. Louis has declined about 10 per cent: 

It’ will no doubt continue to decline, and it is a 
matter to which the city offiéials shotild give thought« 
ful concern. The street cat is dying. A municipal 
transportation expert in Paris says it will in time be: 
¢otné @ tiuseum piece. Meanwhile, automotive trans- 
portation is fast taking the street car's place. The 
decline of street éar riding in St. Louis is more than 
balanced by the rise of bus and automobile riding. 

Yet Mr. Kelker, the expert employed by a com- 
mission created to study the local transportation prob: 
lem, feGommends that the street car company spend 
over $20,000,000 for new tracks ahd equipment. As 
if to build more tracks aiid more equipment would be 
to revive street car, riding and make the people like 
it better than they like bus and automobile riding! 

The company should be teld by the municipality 
that it cannot build any more tracks for this dying 


franchises for future rights in the stréets when ho- 
body knows how long street car riding will remain 
either profitable or practicable. The city should sur- 
‘yey the present status of street caf tracks. If it will 
do 80, it will bé found that, like the Vahdeventer 
and Spalding avenue lines, already abandoned by the 
company, there are other lines which ate either now 
a hurden to the company or shortly will be.

The company will not rationalize this situation bé- 
cause it still has hopes of extending its franchises, 
selling its securities in a distant market, and leaving 
gullible investors decently to bury this good old Dob- 
bin, soon to be one With the buggy and the sleigh. 
The Transportation Survey Commission will not do it 
because it is wedded to Mr. Kelker’s fantastic plahs 
to put stréet car riding back on its feet by spending 
more than $20,000,000. This is a device to help re- 
fund the company’s bond issue maturing in 1934. 

Only the city can do it. If semeone does not rise 
in the Board of Aldermen before very long and make 
such a proposal, the time will come when Dobbin will 
die in his tracks.

AVIATION FACES THE FACTS. 

One of thé most favorable portents for the aviation 
industry, Whose future in 1930 is a matter of dome 
concern, is the sane attitude expressed by its leaders 
in a symposium prepared by the magazine Aviation. 
Here one finds little of the super-optimistic hot air 
of the industrialist who thifiks to inflate his market 
by glossing over hayd facts and painting rosy pic- 
tures. 

Aviation took a hefty so¢k in the eye in 1929 and 
has the grace and the séisé to adinit it. It goes 
farther and analyzes just what laid it open to the 
blow and announces them openly. One reads that 
the successful flights in 1927 not only gave the busi- 
ness its biggest boost but deluded the manufacturers 
into thinking the “boom” condition was aviation’s 
normal pace. Throughout 1928 factories pressed to 
fill the orders that poured In. The enthusiasts failed 
to noté, however, that a great part of the orders were 
from within, that is, from allied businesses such 
as air transport companies atid training schools. The 
public market was not intensively cultivated and the 
result was that when the transport afd school fielis 
were saturated, sales dropped off badly and the 
present overproduction Pesulted, Factories afe now 
greatly shut down, about 2500 planes are made and 
unsold and soon to be outmoded, and the transport 
business is admittedly in need of a genius whe will 
lead it out of the red ink. As 1929 was the yéar 
of the big aviation mergers, so 1930 is expécted to 
be the year of unusual development in safety devices, 
Better financing will enable the companies to do this 
nedessary Work for the cultivation of the publie mar- 
ket. Production, meanwhile, proceeds cautiously. The 
public loves to watch, aviation ha’ found, but. is 
slow to ride and slower to purchase. Aviation chooses 
wisely in wooing it with honesty. 
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_ CHANGING TRANSPORTATION METHODS. 

In the following report of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
Way, reprinted from the Boston Herald, is a capsule 
history of urban transportation for the past decade: 

We have put $30,000,000 into new plants since 

1922, and in the same period our paying passen- 

gers have fallen away by some 80,000,000. On 

the other hand, we have invested about $2,500,000 


in busses and thus have gained 30,000,000 pas- 
sengers. 


Automotive transportation is steadily gaining over 
surface and elevated lines for the reason that it pos 
sesses indubitable points of superiority. That is true 
not only in the United States but in Burope, where 
surface cars are being progtessively ecrapped in favor 
of busses. To invest huge sums of money fn surface 
transportation with the view of reviving it is like

Business holses afé now 
finding out that they dann6ét profitably 
equip all of their saléstnéen with aifplanes 
and that getting theré by airplane does nét 
get them the order while theif competitor 
is traveling on thé train. In the sameé Way 
regularity and comfort of air passenger 
travel does not compare With the glowing 
statements in the advertisements, Businééts 
houses will undoubtedly use airplanes and 
there will undoubtedly be air passefiger 
lines. However, I do not feel that new usés 
for airplanés will-¢ount fort any great in- 
crease in demand. Many business ho ises 
used airplanes because of their novelty, and 
the newspaper publicity which they ob- 
tained really paid the eost of the plane. As

Henry L. Venneman, 61-year-old 
painting contractor of Kirkwood, 


and criminal assault, denied today 
that he was responsible for any of 
the seven reported robberies in and 
near Kirkwood in which men were 
robbed and their young women 
companions criminally assaulted.

Hurriedly Arranged and Deli- 
cious Food Adds to a House- 
wife’s Reputat-on. 


Impromptu nieals have a certain 
charm that the wise hostess ap- 
preciates and makes the most of. 
They are however best when they 
are not quite so impromptu as they 
seem—best that is from the host- 
ess’ viewpoint, for certainly many a 
panicky moment can be avoided 
by the consciousness that a well 
stocked pantry shelf stands ready 
to supply the wherewithall for 
any one of the many dishes that 
may suggest itself to a hungry 
group yearning for “one of those 
famous meals every body has a 
share in.”

meais. 

Eggs are perhaps one of the most 
popular ingredients for this type of 
entertaining, and when they are 
scrambled to creamy consistency 
and served on thin pieces of toast 
spread with anchovy paste, they 
are sure to be enthusiastically re- 
ceived. Serve watercress salad and 
French dressing with them if pos- 
sible, plenty of fragrant hot cof- 
fee and, if anything more is de- 
sired, crackers and cheese.

They will be longer this spring 

than they were last fall. 

Hemlines aré moving gradually 
down in spite of the stubbornest 
rebellion the fashion world has 
known in many seasons—a rebel- 
lion waged by women who liked 
short skirts because they looked 
younger in them, and had“ more 
freedom of motion. 

The forecast that skirts will keep 
on growing longer is not the guess 
of a designer, nor is it the inter- 
ested prophecy of a merchant who 
has long skirts to sell. 

It is the conélusion of Amos Par- 
rish, “weather man,” of style, 
whose agents watch what women 
are wearing in every representa- 
tive sector of American life and 
who undertakes. by determining 
trends, to tell department store buy- 
ers and executives throughout the 
land, at twice-a-year clinics, what 
the mode of the moment will be six 
months hence,

as they were alleged to be, Mr. 
Parrish points out. They were just 
getting longer.

This spring, he says, the skirt 
most in fashion for daytime street 
wear will be of middle calf length, 
five to six inches below the knee 
and 13 to 14 inehes above the 
ground, depending on the height of 
the wearer: 

Most suits and ensembles for 
street wear and most daytime 
dresses and coats will be of the 
same middle calf leggth. 

Three other lengths will be in 
fashion, if Mr. Parrish’s censuses 
and charts are indicative of ten- 
dencies:

By spring fashion analyses show, 
dresses most in fashion will be 
about two inches longer than last 
October. 

Six different skirt lengths have 
been in fashion in the last seven 
years, Four-fifths of the dresses 
were of ankle length in 1923. Five 
years later skirts were about as 
short as women could wear them, 
at the knee or higher. 

Then they began to get longer, 
and Mr. Parrish avers that women 
themselves brought about the 
change.

* NFANTILE paralysis is listed 
| the so-called new infee- 
tions, : 
While there are cases in medical 
history which might be construed 
as instances of infantile paralysis, 
the first authentic epidemic of this 
disease occurred in 1881 in Sweden. 
‘Since then the disease has spread 
throughout the world, becoming 
particularly prominent in the 
United States: In 1916 there were 
more than 29,000, cases and 6000 

déaths in the United States. 
infantile paralysis is a disease 
caused by an agent still unknown, 
but suspected as being a so-called 
filterable virus; that is, a disease 
producing something so infinitesi- 
mally small that it will pass 
through the walls of unglazed por- 
celain. 

More than 95 per cent of the 
Cases affect children under 10 
years. 

Infantile paralysis is most com- 
mon during the warm weather. 
Occasional cases and epidemics 
have been known in winter. Less 
densely populated sections seem to 
develop a larger number of cases. 
Poor and rich, ¢lean and insani- 
tary, weak and strong alike appear 


Infantile paralysis usually at- 
tacks the individual rather 
abruptly. The child or adult may- 
show fever, nausea and vomiting, 
irritability, stiffness of the neck 
and other muscle involvements. 
This may last for several days, 
ending with development of 
paralysis. Sometimes, however, the 
disease may begin with muscular 
paralysis. Milder’cases have shown 
nothing more than drowsiness and 
stupor. 

The disease, it is suspected, is 
directly spread from person t9 
person, chiefly through the dis- 
charges from the mouth and nose. 
Experimentally, infantile paralysis 
has been passed from monkey to 
monkey in this fashion.

COLLEGE education being 
something relatively new for 
women, it is not to be won- 
dered at that they are still largely 
dependent upon their race-old | 
traits for making their education 
successful. So while a college edu- 
cation imay be a very desirable 
thing for women to have, it is still 
probable women are a very 
undesirable thing for a college to 
have, unless they have women ex- 
clusively—and even then the au- 
thorities of the women’s colleges 
are welcome to have their charges 
so far as I and a good many other 
college teachers are concerned. As’ 
a reflection of the deeply rooted 
involvements the attempt to edu- 
cate women and men in the same 
college has yielded, you will note 
that most of the major. operations 
which are being performed upon 
our systems of higher education to 
try to get it to wdérking properly 
are confined to co-educationa] in- 
stitutions. It works safely for men 
alone at Williams, . and for women 
alone at Skidmore, but about evéry 
second co-educational college is 
trying desperately to doctor up its 
courses, regulations and methods 
so ‘they will work. The fault will 
usually be found in the double 
standard which women themselves 
force upon the staff of a co-educa- 
tional college. 

“That is what a former colleague 
of mine had in mind when I visited 
him last summer at a men’s college 
which he had just joined, and he 
almost shouted, “I wouldn't teach 
co-eds again for love or money.” 
Then he added: “Even though it 
is easier to get the first." He is a 
much more erudite and accom- 
plished professor than I can eVer 
hope to be, except that our aca- 
demic careers had been much the 
same—we had first met when we 
were teaching at the University of 
Towa, each fresh with a Ph. D. de- 
gree after his name for the first 
time. Since then I had taught at 
Northwestern, Yale and Colgate. 
He h4d taught at one other co-edu- 
cational institution since leaving 
Iowa, at & women *s college, and at 
a men’s college where I was re- 
newing acquaintance with him. So 
we tad a fair background - with 
which to analyze the co-ed problem 
from the. professor's point of view.

These seem sweeping 
statements, yet they are applied to 
the large majority of women who 
fail in business, and the college 
woman is usualy judged guilty on 
more counts than is her less edu- 
cated sister.”
